Two Ukiah residents are in jail on drug 
charges after an investigation by the 
Mendocino Major Crimes Task Force found 
more than two pounds of methamphetamine. 

Task Force Commander Bob Nishiyama 
said the Task Force had been told that two 
people living in the 500 block of Ford Street 
were dealing “significant quantities” of 
methamphetamine. 

On Thursday morning, a car left the house 
and officers from the Ukiah Police 
Department stopped it for a mechanical vio- 
lation. 

In the car were Fernando Barriga Padilla, 
Maria Garcia and their two children, ages 3 
years and | year. 

Padilla was driving without a license and 
only had a Mexican national identification 
card. Officers asked Padilla if he had any- 
thing illegal in the car and Padilla told offi- 
cers he did, police said. 

“Tt turns out he had one pound of crystal 
(methamphetamine) in his jacket pocket,” 
Nishiyama said. 

Officers got a search warrant for the 
house and allegedly found an additional one- 
and-a-half pounds of methamphetamine in 
the house. They also allegedly found six 
pounds of marijuana and more than $25,000

U.S. commanders in Baghdad angered to 
hear of Turkey bombing flight after fact 


WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. military commanders in Iraq 
didn’t know Turkey was sending warplanes to bomb in north- 
ern Iraq until the planes had already crossed the border, said 
defense and diplomatic officials, who were angered about being 
left in the dark. 

Americans have been providing Turkey with intelligence to 
go after Kurdish rebels in northern Iraq. And a “coordination 
center” has been set up in Ankara so Turks, Iraqis and 
Americans can share information, two officials said Tuesday. 

But defense and diplomatic officials in Washington and 
Baghdad told The Associated Press that U.S. commanders in 
Iraq knew nothing about Sunday’s attack until it was already 
under way. They spoke on condition of anonymity because they 
were not authorized to speak on the record. 

Their comments follow complaints by Iraqi leaders Monday 
that Turkey hadn’t coordinated with Baghdad before sending 
bombers to strike targets of the Kurdistan Workers’ Party, or 
PKK. 


Congress approves auto fuel economy 
increase and more use of ethanol 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Congress by a wide margin 
approved the first increase in automobile fuel economy in 32 
years Tuesday, and President Bush plans to quickly sign the leg- 
islation, accepting the mandates on the auto industry. 

The energy bill, boosting mileage by 40 percent to 35 miles 
per gallon, passed the House 314-100 and now goes to the 
White House, following the Senate’s approval last week. 

In a statement, the White House said Bush will sign the leg- 
islation at the Energy Department on Wednesday. 

In a dramatic shift to spur increased demand for nonfossil 
fuels, the bill also requires a six-fold increase in ethanol use to 
36 billion gallons a year by 2022, a boon to farmers. And it 
requires new energy efficiency standards for an array of appli- 
ances, lighting and commercial and government buildings. 

“This is a choice between yesterday and tomorrow” on ener- 
gy policy, declared House Speaker Nancy Pelosi, D-Calif., who 
was closely involved in crafting the legislation. “It’s ground- 
breaking in what it will do.” 


Bush orders ‘significant reduction’ 
in U.S. nuclear weapons stockpile 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Bush has approved “a 
significant reduction” in the U.S. nuclear weapons stockpile, 
cutting it to less than one-quarter its size at the end of the Cold 
War, the White House said Tuesday. 

At the same time, the Energy Department announced plans to 
consolidate the nuclear weapons complex that maintains war- 
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heads and dismantle those no longer needed, saying the current 
facilities need to be made more efficient and more easily 
secured and that the larger complex is no longer needed. 

“We are reducing our nuclear weapons stockpile to the low- 
est level consistent with America’s national security and our 
commitments to friends and allies,” White House press secre- 
tary Dana Perino said. “A credible deterrent remains an essen- 
tial part of U.S. national security, and nuclear forces remain key 
to meeting emerging security challenges.” 

The government will not provide any numbers on the overall 
size of the nuclear stockpile, but there are believed to be nearly 
6,000 warheads that either are deployed or in reserve. 


Disappearance of teenager Natalee 
Holloway becomes a cold case in Aruba 


ORANJESTAD, Aruba (AP) — Prosecutors closed their 
investigation into the disappearance of American teenager 
Natalee Holloway, saying Tuesday they still believe three 
young men were involved in her death but can’t prove it after 
932 days of searching failed to turn up a body. 

The three main suspects in the case were re-arrested last 
month after prosecutors in Aruba discovered online chat ses- 
sions they hoped would break the case open. But none of the 
men talked in custody, and without the 18-year-old’s body, 
prosecutors said they had no recourse but to close the most 
notorious missing persons case in the Caribbean. 

If the three suspects were put on trial, the lack of evidence 
“would lead to an acquittal,” the Public Prosecutor’s Office said 
in a statement. Moving Holloway into the cold-case files “is a 
tough burden to bear” for her parents, they acknowledged, but 
the prosecutors said they had little choice. 

“The public prosecutor’s office and the police have gone the 
extra mile and have exhausted all their powers and techniques 
in order to solve the mystery of the disappearance of the girl,” 
the statement read. 


Huckabee defends Christmas ad 


HOUSTON (AP) — Republican presidential candidate Mike 
Huckabee on Tuesday defended his Christmas ad amid sugges- 
tions that the ordained Baptist minister had gone too far mixing 
religion and politics. 

The ad, which is airing in Iowa, New Hampshire and South 
Carolina, shows Huckabee in front of a Christmas tree as he 
says, “Are you about worn out by all the television commercials 
you’ve been seeing, mostly about politics? Well, I don’t blame 
you. At this time of year sometimes it’s nice to pull aside from 
all of that and just remember that what really matters is the cel- 
ebration of the birth of Christ and being with our family and 
friends.” Huckabee is courting evangelical voters and other reli- 
gious conservatives in his bid to win the Iowa caucuses Jan. 3. 
In Texas for a fundraiser, he said the ad was a harmless holiday 
greeting even though it excludes other religions. 

“If we are so politically correct in this country that a person 
can’t say enough of the nonsense with the political attack ads 
could we pause for a few days and say Merry Christmas to each 
other then we’re really, really in trouble as a country,” 
Huckabee said.

Union says it will not allow members to write for awards

LOS ANGELES -- Two of Hollywood’s 
most glamorous events are now caught up in 
the entertainment industry’s ugliest labor dis- 
pute in two decades. 

The Writers Guild of America, West, will 
not allow its members to write for the Golden 
Globes on Jan. 13 nor the Academy Awards on 
Feb. 24. 

The group’s board of directors decided not 
to give the academy an interim agreement for 
writing services, a person close to the guild 
said Monday, speaking on condition of 
anonymity because the person was not autho- 
rized to comment. The person declined to say 
when the decision had been made. 

The guild’s decision raised the temperature 
in the already heated contract dispute between 
writers and studios. Talks aimed at ending the 
costly strike, now in its seventh week, broke 
down Dec. 7 in a flurry of insults that has yet 
to cease. 

After talks ended, the alliance claimed 
guild leaders were trying to increase their 
power at the expense of members. Union lead- 
ers accused the alliance of “lies” aimed at 
sowing doubt and dissension in union ranks. 

Now the guild is casting the strike shadow 
over the Oscars, the industry’s key showcase 
for its finest films and hottest actors. The 
Golden Globes represent another important 
promotional vehicle. 

The Alliance of Motion Picture and 
Television Producers fired off a bitter reply 
Tuesday about the move. 

“In the category of Worst Supporting 


Union, the nominee is the WGA,” the alliance 
said, citing the impact of the walkout on writ- 
ers, below-the-line workers and their families, 
and the broader Los Angeles region. 

The move targeting the high-profile awards 
shows will hurt “the creative artists who 
deserve to be honored for their work over the 
last year,” the alliance said in a prepared state- 
ment. 

The writers guild made a similar move 
before the 1988 Oscars when writers last 
walked out on studios. That strike lasted five 
months. 

With the strike drawing support from the 
Screen Actors Guild, which faces its own con- 
tract negotiations next year, actors’ participa- 
tion as Oscar guests and presenters might be 
affected -- diminishing the star power that dri- 
ves TV viewership. 

Jon Stewart, a writers guild member, was 
announced as host of this year’s Academy 
Awards, but he has honored the strike: His 
“The Daily Show” on Comedy Central has 
been in reruns since the walkout began. 

An e-mail sent to Stewart’s publicist seek- 
ing comment was not immediately returned 
Monday night. 

Several Golden Globe nominees said last 
week that they hoped to attend the ceremony 
but might not if the strike remains unresolved. 

The guild released a letter on Monday 
rejecting the request from the Hollywood 
Foreign Press Association, which awards the 
Golden Globes. The letter said that granting a 
waiver “would not advance” the guild’s ongo- 
ing battle with studios to negotiate a new con- 
tract. 


In a separate letter to Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences also released 
Monday, the guild denied the use of clips from 
movies and past awards programs that could 
be shown during the award show in February. 

The academy had made its standard, annu- 
al request for clip use to the writers guild and 
other relevant industry guilds that must grant 
approval, spokeswoman Leslie Unger said. 

“The academy has not requested any strike- 
related waiver from the writers guild related to 
the awards show,” she said. 

In a statement, the Globe organization 
expressed measured unhappiness. 

“The Golden Globe Awards, which has a 
long and friendly relationship with the Writers 
Guild of America, is obviously disappointed 
that the WGA denied its request for a waiver,” 
the statement. 

The strike has shut down production on 
many TV series, had a growing effect on 
movie production and idled many industry 
workers. Networks have seen ratings slip as 
shows fall into reruns, jeopardizing advertis- 
ing revenues. 

The guild and the alliance are wrangling 
over compensation for burgeoning digital 
media. 

NBC was able to crow about the end of 
late-night reruns Monday, announcing that 
“The Tonight Show with Jay Leno” and “Late 
Night with Conan O’Brien” would return in 
January with new shows, although without 
writers.

Starting this week, more than 4 million 
American businesses, including 1,600 businesses 
in Mendocino County, will receive 2007 Economic 
Census forms. Businesses that receive a form are 
required by law to complete and return it. The due 
date is Feb. 12, 2008. 

Many businesses may not recall the last cen- 
sus five years ago, and the form may come as a sur- 
prise.

Added to the site 
are graphic “Industry Snapshots” for more than 
1,000 industries. 


The California Chamber of Commerce has 
released a handy list of new laws scheduled to take 
effect in 2008 or earlier that will impact businesses 
in California: 

AB 650 Employer Required Notification -- 
Earned Income Tax Credit 

Effective Jan. 1, 2008, California employers who 
are required to provide unemployment insurance 
must notify all employees that they may be eligible 
for the federal Earned Income Tax Credit (EITC) 
within one week before or after, or at the same time, 
the employer provides an annual wage summary 
including but not limited to a Form W-2 or Form 
1099. 

Employers are encouraged to consult with their 
payroll service, accountant and/or legal counsel 
regarding compliance with tax laws. 

AB 338 Temporary Disability Payments 

Effective Jan. 1, 2008, AB 338 changes how 
temporary disability (TD) is paid to injured work- 
ers. Under current law, an injured worker can 
receive 104 weeks of TD benefits. However, those 
benefits have to be paid within 104 weeks of the 
first date that temporary disability is paid. 

AB 338 removes the requirement that the TD 
benefits be collected within two years of the first 
date that TD is paid. Instead injured workers are eli- 
gible for 104 weeks of temporary disability as long 
as those benefits are paid within five years of the 
date of injury. Benefits are still capped at 104 
weeks, but the injured worker has a longer period of 
time in which to collect those benefits. 

AB 392 -- Urgency Legislation, Military Spouse 
Leave 

Governor Arnold Schwarzenegger signed AB 
392 on October 9, 2007, which requires employers 
with 25 or more employees to give qualified 
employees as many as 10 unpaid days off when 
their spouse is on leave from military deployment. 

A qualified employee is one who works for more 
than 20 hours per week whose spouse is a member 
of the Armed Forces, National Guard or Reserves 
who has been deployed during a period of military 
conflict. The employee must provide the employer 
with notice within at least two business days of 
receiving official notice that their spouse will be on 
leave from deployment that s/he wishes to take 
leave. The employee must also provide the employ- 
er with written documentation certifying the spouse 
will be on leave from deployment. 

This is an urgency statute, so it is effective 
immediately for all employers with 25 or more 
employees. CalChamber has created an employee 
request for leave form for its members. 

SB 929 -- Computer Professional Hourly Rate 
Lowered 

The law exempts a computer professional from 
overtime requirements if the employee is primarily 
engaged in work that is intellectual or creative. This 
bill lowered the hourly minimum compensation 
from $41 to $36, effective Jan. 1, 2008. The rate for 
2009 will be set by Oct. 1, 2008 by the Department 
of Industrial Relations. 

SB 812 -- Pharmacists 
Workweek 

This bill resolved the inconsistency between 
Wage Orders 4 and 7 regarding alternative work- 
weeks for pharmacists by clarifying that the terms 
and conditions of creating an alternative workweek 
are governed by Wage Order 4, including alterna- 
tive workweeks that may be adopted by employees 
in the health care industry. 

AB 14 -- Civil Rights Act of 2007 

The Unruh Civil Rights Act entitles all people in 
California to full and equal accommodations, 
advantages, facilities, privileges or services in all 
business establishments regardless of sex, race, 
color, religion, ancestry, national origin, disability, 
medical condition, marital status or sexual orienta- 
tion. This bill expands these protections to include a 
number of groups and individuals previously not 
specifically listed. 

SB 783 -- Amusement Ride Safety. Effective 
Jan. 1, 2009 

The Division of Occupational Safety and Health 
(DOSH) regulates the safe installation, repair, 
maintenance, use, operation and inspection of all 
amusement rides for the protection of the public. 
The Permanent Amusement Ride Safety Inspection 
Program prohibits the operation of permanent 
amusement rides without at least $1 million of 
insurance per occurrence insuring the owner or 
operator against liability for injury or death and at 
least $500,000 for injury suffered by persons riding

Some of 
their high profile members include our past 
Mayor of Ukiah, Mari Roden, 
Councilmembers John McCowen (who has 
announced that he is running for the 
Mendocino County Board of Supervisors, 
second district, after just winning the City 
of Ukiah council seat and keeping other 
quality candidates out of office who would 
have served their full term), Phil Baldwin 
and Benj Thomas. In addition, we have 
Judy Pruden who is the chair of the City of 
Ukiah Planning Commission and holds the 
distinction as official spokesperson (and it 
is rumored she holds the check book) for 
the “Smart Growth Coalition.” 

These above mentioned members are the 
very same people that, under their watch, 
approved 300,000 square foot of additional 
shopping at the end of Airport Park Blvd. 
When they approved this shopping center 
addition, they did nothing to address the 
ingress and egress for this additional traf- 
fic. They also determined that this addi- 
tional shopping space will have no nega- 
tive impact on the Downtown merchants. It 
is a good thing that they named the group 
themselves. I don’t think that most people 
would make the connection to this being 
“smart growth.” 

Picture in your mind what the traffic is 
going to look like in early December next 
year. The impact that this new facility will 
have on Talmage, South State Street, and 
Highway 101 off ramps will be significant. 
How many more cars will be traveling this 
area, and what impact will it have on traf- 
fic? Also think of the negative impact this 
will have on the business owners located in 
and around this area. Are you going to 
choose to go sit in traffic to conduct busi- 
ness in this area? Now, is this “smart 
growth” or dumb growth? 

Let’s move to the DDR property issue. 

The above group could have annexed 
this property anytime they wanted to, and 
controlled it in any way they chose. 

It was only about three or four months 
ago that the “Smart Growth Coalition” was 
telling everyone in every meeting that they 
could get to that they wanted to save the 
Masonite complex and move industrial 
businesses into the buildings. Within two 
months of that push, they were on stage in 
the Mendocino County Board of 
Supervisors chambers calling the property 
the Mendocino County “Love Canal.” 

Also, what is all this noise about “Big 
Box Stores?” How many are there in the 
City of Ukiah and the County of 
Mendocino? You count them. Now, in the 
not so far past, the City of Ukiah allowed 
the City Manager, Candace Horseley, to 
negotiate with the King of the big box 
stores, Costco, to move into the Airport 
Park facility and offered millions in tax 
credits to lure them to move there.

A subprime sequel? 


There is a vast gap of perception between the real 
economy of production and jobs and the financial 
economy of loans and investments. The real economy, 
though weakening, is hardly in a state of collapse. In 
2007, it has grown about 2 percent; payroll jobs are up 
by 1.3 million. Even economists who expect a reces- 
sion generally think it will be mild. Meanwhile, finan- 
cial markets are described hysterically as being “in tur- 
moil”; there is a “credit crisis.” 

This contrast reflects fear of the unknown. Since 
1980, America’s financial system has changed dramat- 
ically in ways that are now arousing widespread anxi- 
eties. Many loans once made directly by banks are 
“securitized”: packaged into bondlike securities and 
sold to investors (pension funds, investment houses, 
hedge funds and banks themselves). There’s been an 
explosion of bewildering financial instruments -- cur- 
rency swaps, interest-rate swaps and other “deriva- 
tives” -- that are used for hedging and speculative trad- 
ing. 
Until recently, the transformation seemed a splendid 
success. Credit markets had broadened; risk was being 
spread to a larger spectrum of investors. So it was said. 
This was an illusion. The securities containing “sub- 
prime” mortgages -- loans to weaker borrowers -- have 
experienced unexpected defaults, rating downgrades 
and losses. The unpleasant surprises have ignited fears 
among bankers and investment managers over how the 
new financial system operates. 

Credit and financial markets subsist on trust and 
confidence. The subprime crisis has corroded both. 
Estimated losses range upward from $50 billion. 
Because trading in subprime mortgage securities is 
thin, how can they be accurately valued? Who holds 
them? Banks and investors have reacted to these 
uncertainties. For example, banks now find the “inter- 
bank market” -- banks lending to each other -- riskier 
than before, because they don’t know which banks are 
most exposed. The three-month LIBOR (London 
Interbank Offered Rate) jumped to more than 2 per- 
centage points above U.S. Treasury bills, triple the his- 
toric “spread” of 0.6 percentage points. 

The subprime debacle also posed a question: What 
if it’s not the only problem? Consider “credit default 
swaps” (CDS) as a possible sequel. CDS are, in effect, 
insurance contracts on loans or bonds: The seller 
receives a payment and, in return, agrees to pay the 
buyer some or all of the amount of a designated loan 
or bond if the borrowing company (say, General 
Motors or IBM) actually defaults. But note, neither 
party to the CDS has to be the underlying lender or 
borrower. They usually are outsiders. They are simply 
betting on the creditworthiness of different borrowers. 

Since 2004, the volume of CDS has increased about 
sevenfold. Possible losses could dwarf those on sub- 
prime mortgages, argues Ted Seides of Protege 
Partners, an investment fund. In a strong economy, 
defaults on corporate bonds and business loans have 
been low. On “high yield” bonds (aka “junk bonds”), 
they’ve been about 1 percent recently, compared with 
a historic average of about 5 percent and 10 percent in 
recessions. As the economy weakens, junk-bond 
defaults will increase, Seides says. This will give rise 
not only to direct loan losses but to additional losses 
on CDS. 

There’s a pyramiding effect; the economy has 
become more vulnerable to credit setbacks. In theory, 
one investor’s CDS losses should be offset by anoth- 
er’s gains. In practice, Seides expects some CDS 
investors themselves to default. The capital and loss 
reserves of banks and investment houses would suffer, 
limiting their ability to lend to businesses and con- 
sumers. 

What ultimately matters is the connection between 
the financial economy and the real economy. In hous- 
ing, that’s clear. Subprime losses reduced mortgage 
lending, housing construction, sales and prices. In 
some other markets, something similar has occurred. If 
too many junk bonds were sold at foolishly low inter- 
est rates to finance “private equity” deals -- buyouts of 
companies -- then the process had to reverse someday 
through higher rates and fewer bonds being sold. 
That’s not turmoil so much as the distasteful reality of 
recognizing losses on dubious investments. 

Despite all the bluster, evidence of a widespread 
credit crunch is so far scant. Though credit standards 
have tightened, bank lending is still increasing. Many 
U.S. companies have paid down short-term debt, and 
corporate cash flow is running at a respectable $1.2 
trillion annual rate. This insulates many firms from 
strains in credit markets. 

The obvious danger is another wave of large losses 
that would cripple investors, particularly banks. The 
Federal Reserve last week acted to forestall that possi- 
bility by creating a new lending procedure by which 
banks can borrow from the Fed. This provides an 
escape valve if the interbank market remains too 
unforgiving. The Fed seeks to maintain confidence 
without bailing out lenders from bad decisions. It’s 
also trying to avoid recession while cutting inflation. 
The difficulty of reconciling all these worthy goals 
may well explain the great perception gap.

The bill also includes a num- 
ber of additional notification, 
training and inspection require- 
ments. 

AB 102 -- Name Change, 
Domestic Partnership and 
Marriage License 

Requires the state Secretary 
of State to amend domestic part- 
ner registration forms to include 
an option for either or both par- 
ties to change their middle 
and/or last names. The Secretary 
of State, when preparing the 
Certificate of Registered 
Partnership, must include the 
name used by each party before 
registration and any new 
name(s). 

Employer note: A person 
engaged in a trade or business of 
any kind or in the provision of a 
service of any kind is prohibited 
from refusing to do business 
with or refusing to provide the 
service to, or imposing a speci- 
fied requirement upon the use of 
the name, as a condition of 
doing business with or provid- 
ing the service to, a person who 
uses a name adopted upon the 
solemnization of marriage or 
registration of a domestic part- 


nership. 

SB 777 -- Prohibited 
Discrimination in Public and 
Private Education 


Current protected classifica- 
tions are sex, ethnic group iden- 
tification, race, national origin, 
religion, or mental or physical 
disability. Teachers and school 
districts are prohibited from giv- 
ing instruction or sponsoring an 
activity that reflects adversely 
on race, sex, color, creed, hand- 
icap, national origin or ancestry. 

SB 869 -- Workers’ Comp 

Authorizes the Labor 
Commission to systematically 
identify unlawfully insured 
employers and prioritize targets 
for the workers’ compensation 
(WC) program in consideration 
of available resources. This bill 
requires the report to be posted 
on the Labor Commissioner's 
Web site. The funds will come 
from the WC revolving fund in 
the state treasury. The bill 
directs the Director of 
Employment Development to 
share information with the 
Labor Commissioner so she can 
more readily identify unlawfully 
insured employers. 

AB 632 Health Care and 
Whistleblower Protection 

This bill prohibits a health 
facility from discriminating or 
retaliating against any patient, 
employee, member of the facili- 
ty's medical staff or any other 
health care worker of the facili- 
ty because that person has (1) 
presented a grievance, com- 
plaint or report to an entity or 
agency responsible for accredit- 
ing or evaluating the facility or 
to any other governmental 
agency; or (2) has initiated, par- 
ticipated or cooperated in an 
investigation or administrative 
proceeding related to the quality 
of care, services or conditions at 
the facility. 

An employee who has been 
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discriminated against in 
employment in violation of this 
law shall be entitled to reinstate- 
ment, reimbursement for lost 
wages and work benefits caused 
by the employer, or to any rem- 
edy deemed warranted by the 
court, as well as lost income and 
legal costs. 

AB 949 -- Residential Care 
Facilities for the Elderly 

Licensed residential care 
facilities for the elderly, before 
transferring a resident to another 
facility or independent living 
arrangement because of a loss of 
license or change of use of the 
facility because of eviction by 
the Department of Social 
Services, must take all reason- 
able steps to transfer safely and 
minimize possible trauma dur- 
ing relocation. 

If seven or more residents are 
transferred, a plan for closure 
for the affected residents must 
be submitted to the department 
for review and approval/denial. 
Facilities must also have an 
admission agreement explaining 
the facility's responsibility to 
prepare a relocation evaluation 
and closure plan, and a state- 
ment of the facility's responsi- 
bilities and the resident's rights 
in the event of an eviction. 
Penalties are $100 per violation 
per day. 

If a resident of a licensed res- 
idential care facility for the 
elderly is evicted, the resident is 
entitled to a refund of, or credit 
for, paid preadmission fees in 
excess of $500 (actual amount), 
depending on when the fees 
were originally paid to the facil- 
ity. 

AB 1302 -- Health Insurance 
Portability and Accountability 
Act 

Extends the Act's duration to 
July 1, 2010.

to numerous women-owned and 
Native American-owned busi- 
nesses,” said NCSBDC 
Executive Director Michael 
Kraft. “There is a lot of money 
being spent on Caltrans projects 
in 2008 and beyond and we 
want to help this region’s com- 
panies have a better shot at get- 
ting a piece of that business.” 

According to the California 
Construction Contracting 
Program, over the next year 
Caltrans anticipates receiving 
more than $3 billion in federal 
transportation funding and $3.5 
billion in state funding. While 
many of the largest contracts 
will go to construction contrac- 
tors and subcontractors, Kraft 
said that Caltrans awards ser- 
vice contracts to all kinds of 
businesses in a gamut of indus- 
tries. He compared the variety 
of service and equipment needs 
to the needs of a film crew com- 
ing to town. 

Among the major commodi- 
ties used by Caltrans are: com- 
puters, janitorial supplies, metal 
fabrication, construction sup- 
plies, paint, fence and chain 
link, heavy equipment and all 
types of traffic signs and cones. 
Cal Trans service contracts 
range from architectural and 
engineering design, hazardous 
waste removal, escrow services, 
aircraft rental, information tech- 
nology consulting, tree trim- 
ming, and vehicle repair and 
maintenance. 

Through a partnership of 
Caltrans, the SBDC network 
and the Chancellor’s Office of 
the California Community 
Colleges, clients of the NCSB- 
DC have access to a Caltrans 
procurement and contracts 
expert to be available for coach- 
ing qualified businesses through 
the application and bidding 
process. The NCSBDC will also 
be hosting a series of 15 work- 
shops beginning in January that 
will be rolled out through June 
2008. The first three courses 
will be offered on Jan. 16 and 17 
at the College of the Redwoods 
downtown Eureka campus. The 
course subject titles are: Prime 
and Subcontract Relations, 
Submitting Winning Bids and 
Project Management and 
Construction Methods. 

Altogether there are five sets 
of three workshops. The courses 
were created so that businesses 
outside of Humboldt County 
would only have to spend one 
night away from home to attend 
each round of classes. 

“The margins for these trans- 
portation contracts are high and 
the free workshops are worth 
the trek to Eureka because they 


can make you a much more 
competitive Caltrans bidder,” 
Kraft said. 

The NCSBDC office in 
Eureka is also a new designated 
“Plan Room.” A plan room is a 
location where a running log of 
regional Caltrans Requests For 
Proposals (RFP’s) that are cur- 
rently waiting for bids.

Wildcats too much for Willits

In their first home game of the 
young 2007-08 basketball season, the 
Ukiah Wildcats overcame a somewhat 
lackluster performance and their oppo- 
nent’s shaky play to earn the 48-32 
win. 

The Wildcats struggled early on, 
falling behind the Willits Wolverines 
14-8 in the first quarter before they 
seemed to find their game. After No. 
21 for Willits scored two baskets in the 
span of a minute, Matt Gang answered 
with a quick three to trim the lead in 
half -- 14-11. 

Down one entering the second quar- 
ter, Gang set the tone for Ukiah’s 
resurgent play and quickly the 
Wildcats had taken the lead away from 
the Wolverines. 

Willits would never recover. 

Ukiah continued to build their lead 
on some nice execution of their half 


court offense, getting some quality 
inside looks and taking advantage of 
turnovers. Bill Heath’s squad went to 
the locker room at halftime, leading 
27-19. 

From there it only got worse for the 
Wolverines as Ukiah put the clamps 
down on the defensive end. 

Willits attempted to make a run 
midway through the third quarter, but 
it was much more flash than substance 
as they squandered some good looks 
and were only able to string together a 
couple of unanswered scores, cutting 
the Wildcats’ lead to 12 at one point. 

Play in the fourth quarter slowed to 
a crawl as fouls and whistles started to 
take over, while the physicality 
increased. 

Led by Gang (nine points, three 
assists), Brett Walker’s 17 points and 
nine rebounds and Andy Walker who 
had 11 points and seven rebounds, 
Ukiah was just too much in the end 


and earned their fourth victory of the 
season. 

Meanwhile, Matt Peters led the 
Wolverines with 12 points. 

“I thought the team played very 
well, we played real hard,” said Ukiah 
head coach Bill Heath afterwards. “We 
just had too many turnovers, 17 is just 
too many.” 

After losing their starting forward 
over the weekend for potentially the 
rest of the season, the young Wildcats 
team is trying to find itself. 

“I think we’re getting there,” Heath 
added. 

The Wildcats now enter league play 
with a game against Montgomery at 
home on Friday at 7:30 p.m. 

JV update 

The JV Wildcats fared even better 
against Willits High on Tuesday night, 
as they dominated the Wolverines 70- 
41. 

The Wildcats started slowly just 


like their upper classmates, falling 
behind 10-6 to the Wolverines in the 
first quarter before finding their 
rhythm and going on to cruise past 
Willits. 

Ukiah was able to dictate the tempo 
the entire way, forcing Willits into sev- 
eral turnovers and bad shots. The 
Wildcats capitalized, building their 
lead to 44-26 going into the break. 

No. 44 for Ukiah was particularly 
impressive, showing off a solid array 
of weapons in his offensive game. 
First he stepped back for an open 
three, then he drove baseline past his 
defender for an easy lay-in. On the 
ensuing inbounds, he caught his oppo- 
nent sleeping and managed a quick 
steal and another lay-in forcing them 
to call a timeout. 

Other top performers for the 
Wildcats were No. 24 and 20. The JV

Salmons big game 


leads Kings over Nets

EAST RUTHER- 
FORD, N.J. — On the 
best scoring night of his 
eight-year NBA career, 
John Salmons’ best 
move came when he 
gave the ball up. 

With New Jersey’s 
defense collapsing on 
him in the closing sec- 
onds Tuesday night, 
Salmons drove the lane 
and kicked the ball out 
to teammate Francisco 
Garcia, who sank a 3- 
pointer with 15 seconds 
left that helped 
Sacramento beat the 
slumping Nets 106- 
101. 

It capped a momen- 
tous night for Salmons, 
who has emerged at 
shooting guard after 
leading scorer Kevin 
Martin went down with 
a groin injury two 
weeks ago, and for the 
Kings, who had won 
only once on the road 
before Tuesday. 

“My teammates got 
the ball to me and gave 
me the chance to go 
one-on-one and I got a 
lot of good chances,” 
Salmons said. “This 
team has three All-Stars 


and we knew that it was 
going to be tough to 
come in here and beat 
them. It’s definitely a 
quality win. This is 
going to be a good road 
trip after not winning a 
road game all season.” 

New Jersey, which 
has lost six of its last 
seven games and eight 
of its last 10 at home, 
was led by Richard 
Jefferson’s 36 points. 
Vince Carter scored 15 
points and rookie Sean 
Williams had eight 
blocked shots, tying a 
team record set in 1981 
by Mike Gminski. 

Salmons had plenty 
of help, as Garcia 
scored 24 points off the 
bench, Brad Miller 
scored 23 points and 
Ron Artest added 20, 
which included eight 
consecutive points in 
the third quarter that 
gave the Kings a 68-59 
lead. 

New Jersey rallied 
behind Jason Kidd and 
Jefferson to lead by a 


point entering the 
fourth quarter, but 
Salmons scored six

NFL | PRO BOWL ELECTIONS 


Sean Taylor voted in as 
starter for Pro Bowl

NEW YORK — Sean Taylor, 
who died Nov. 27 after being shot 
during a burglary at his Florida 
home, was voted to the NFC Pro 
Bowl team posthumously on 
Tuesday. 

The Washington Redskins 
defensive back got a starting 
position on the team at free safe- 
ty. He was having an outstanding 
season and was among the lead- 
ers in fan balloting for a team 
selected by a combination of 
fans, players and coaches. 

Both conferences were domi- 
nated by players from the teams 
at the top of the standings. 

Unbeaten New England had 
eight players voted to the AFC 
team, led by quarterback Tom 
Brady and wide receiver Randy 
Moss. Dallas, tied for first place 
with Green Bay in the NFC, had 
11, including quarterback Tony 
Romo and wide receiver Terrell 
Owens. 

The Packers had four players 
on the team, including Brett 
Favre, who will start at quarter- 
back for the NFC. It is the ninth 
Pro Bowl for the 38-year-old 
Favre, his first since 2003. 

San Diego, like New England, 


had eight players chosen. 

Taylor is the first player to 
make an all-star team posthu- 
mously in any sport since goal- 
tender Pelle Lindbergh made the 
NHL All-Star game in February 
1986. He had been killed in an 
auto accident in November, 1985 
after playing eight games for the 
Philadelphia Flyers, for whom he 
had won the Vezina Trophy as the 
league’s best goalie the previous 
season. 

Before his death, Taylor was 
leading the NFL in interceptions 
with five. 

One of those left off the team 
was Fred Taylor of Jacksonville, 
who has had four straight 100- 
yard rushing games. In fact, there 
are no Jaguars on the AFC team 
although they are 10-4 and on the 
verge of clinching a playoff spot. 

Fred Taylor, who has rushed 
for 1,091 yards and has a 5.1-yard 
average per carry while splitting 
time with Maurice Jones-Drew, is 
the 18th leading rusher in NFL 
history, but has never been to the 
Pro Bowl. That makes him the 
only one of the top 43 rushers in 
history not to make it to the 
league’s all-star game. 

Fred Taylor anticipated that 
last week. 


“Whatever happens, happens,” 
he said. “They’ve got to tally up 
the votes, and however it comes 
out, I’ve got to live with it. I’ve 
always felt like Im Pro Bowl- 
quality, so everything else doesn’t 
matter.” 

The three backs chosen ahead 
of Fred Taylor were LaDainian 
Tomlinson of San Diego, Willie 
Parker of Pittsburgh and Joseph 
Addai of Indianapolis. Parker and 
Tomlinson have gained more 
yards than Taylor, but Parker is 
averaging 4.1 and Tomlinson, last 
season’s league MVP, is averag- 
ing 4.7. 

Addai, one of five Colts on the 
AFC squad, has 1,019 yards rush- 
ing, 72 yards fewer than Taylor 
and an average of 4.1 yards per 
carry, a full yard less than the 31- 
year-old Jacksonville star. 

Three rookies made the NFC 
team: Adrian Peterson of the 
Vikings, third in the NFL with 
1,278 yards rushing and first 
among regular backs with a 5.9 
average; linebacker Patrick Willis 
of San Francisco; and Dallas 
placekicker Nick Folk.

Peterson, Vikings 


run past Bears 


Rookie RB gets 
going late, leads 
surging Vikings 
past Bears 20-13

MINNEAPOLIS — Brian 
Urlacher and the Chicago 
Bears had Adrian Peterson all 
bottled up, at least until it real- 
ly counted. 

Peterson’s 8-yard touch- 
down run, started by a shoul- 
der-shake to fake Urlacher at 
the line of scrimmage, sent the 
Minnesota Vikings to their 
fifth straight victory, 20-13 
over the Bears on Monday 
night. 

“Couldn’t finish,” said 
Urlacher, who kept his sparse 
postgame comments to 
grouchy sentence fragments. 

The Vikings (8-6) stayed in 
control of the NFC’s last wild- 


card spot, despite four 
turnovers and a missed extra 
point. Tarvaris Jackson’s 


career-high 249 yards passing 
were overshadowed by three 
interceptions, miscues that led 
to a 13-3 Bears lead until 
Peterson’s first touchdown 
early in the third. 

“Tt just shows people and 
shows ourself that we can win 
all kinds of ways,” said 
Jackson, who completed 18 of 
his 29 throws. 

Peterson finished with two 
touchdowns and 78 yards on 
20 carries, just enough to keep 
Minnesota one game in front 
of New Orleans and 
Washington in the conference 
race. Defending NFC champi- 
on Chicago (5-9) was official- 
ly eliminated from contention. 

“We know you have to play 
a complete game, and in the 
end those same guys who 
made plays early have to step 
up there in the fourth quarter,” 
Bears coach Lovie Smith said. 

Coming off the self- 
declared worst game of his 
career, just 3 yards on 14 car- 
ries against the San Francisco 
49ers, Peterson had more 
trouble finding room to run 
for the better part of three 
quarters. 

But he came through when 
it counted, plunging through 
the line for a yard out to pull 
Minnesota within 13-12 
before a low snap by Cullen 
Loeffler preceded a missed 
extra point by Ryan Longwell. 

Then in the fourth quarter, 
with Jackson sidelined tem- 
porarily by a cramp in his calf 


muscle, Peterson added 
another clip to his rookie 
highlight video. 


On third-and-goal, after 
brushing backup Brooks 
Bollinger during a bad hand- 
off, Peterson stutter-stepped 
to freeze Urlacher before dart- 
ing left and scurrying over the 
goal line. Urlacher just shook 
his head, while Peterson 
hammed it up with teammates 
in the end zone. 

Bollinger’s dive forward 
on a draw play gave the 
Vikings the 2-point conver- 
sion and a 20-13 lead with 
10:56 left, plenty of time for 
Chicago to come back. 

Kyle Orton, though, didn’t 
have it in him. In his first start 
in two years, the Bears quar- 
terback stayed away from the 
costly turnovers that Jackson 
was guilty of, but way too 
many of his throws were off 


target. Orton completed 22 of 
36 passes for 184 yards, and 
his long pass to the end zone 
to Bernard Berrian just after 
the 2-minute warning was 
intercepted by Darren Sharper 
to seal it. 

The throw that hurt Orton 
the most came near the end of 
the third quarter, on fourth- 
and-1 at the Minnesota 35. On 
a curious call, Orton lofted a 
swing pass to fullback Jason 
McKie that sailed over his 
head. After the exchange, 
Peterson got going and led the 
drive for the winning score. 

The Vikings have come a 
long way since Nov. 11, when 
they were whipped on the 
road by the rival Packers 34-0. 

“Just brick by brick,” coach 
Brad Childress said. “We’ve 
been, really, play by play 
since that Green Bay, and 
practice to practice.” 

The Vikings wore purple 
from head to foot after pulling 
their dark pants from the back 
of the closet. This game had 
the look of one of those 
Black-and-Blue Division 
clashes with the Bears from 
20 years prior. 

Urlacher played like the 
six-time Pro Bowl pick that he 
is, harassing Jackson often, 
recording two sacks, and 
twice taking the ball from 
Minnesota. 

He was angry and embar- 
rassed two months ago when 
Peterson shredded the Bears 
defense for 224 yards and 
three touchdowns to send the 
Vikings to a 34-31 victory at 
Soldier Field.

Lechler is lone Raider selected to Pro Bowl

ALAMEDA — Punter 
Shane Lechler was the only 
Oakland Raiders player 
selected to the Pro Bowl on 
Tuesday, earning the honor for 
the third time in his career. 

Lechler, who was also 
selected in 2001 and 2004, 
leads the NFL with a 49.0 
yard punting average and is 
tops in the AFC with a 41.3 
yard net average.

Lechler’s bid for the record 
took a hit the past two weeks 
when he gave up the first two 
punt returns for touchdowns 
in his career. Green Bay’s Will 
Blackmon had a 57-yard TD 
return on Dec. 9, and 
Indianapolis’? T.J. Rushing 
scored on a 90-yard return last 
week. 

The highlight of the season 
for Lechler came on Nov. 11 
against Chicago’s record-set- 
ting returner Devin Hester.

Iguchi hopes to stick around a while as 
Padres’ second baseman 


SAN DIEGO (AP) — 
Tadahito Iguchi wanted to 
play second base and find a 
comfortable place to live. San 
Diego was a perfect fit. 

The Padres finalized their 
$3.85 million, one-year con- 
tract with Iguchi on Tuesday 
and introduced him at a news 
conference. 

“My No. 1 priority was the 
atmosphere of the town,” 
Iguchi said through a transla- 
tor. “Last year at the trading 
deadline I was traded to 
Philadelphia and I had the 
opportunity to live away from 
my family and that was kind 
of hard for me. I wanted to 
choose a place I could live 
with my family and spend the 
offseason as well.” 

Iguchi batted .304 with 
three homers and 12 RBIs in 
45 games with the NL East 
champion Phillies, who 
acquired him from the 
Chicago White Sox to fill in at 
second while All-Star Chase 
Utley was injured. Iguchi hit 
.267 overall with nine home 
runs and 43 RBIs. 

He will replace Marcus 
Giles, who slumped badly and 
eventually lost his starting job 
at second base during his one 
season in San Diego. Iguchi 
can earn another $650,000 in 


performance bonuses based 
on plate appearances. 

“Last year I didn’t get to 
play as well as I would have 
liked,” he said. “I felt a short- 
er-term contract would give 
me the chance and also the 
motivation to play better and 
help the team win.” 

He and his agent, Rocky 
Hall, said they chose San 
Diego because the Padres 
were looking for a second 
baseman while other teams 
wanted to move Iguchi to 
third. 

“Second base is the posi- 
tion with which I’m most 
comfortable due to playing 
there the last couple of years,” 
Iguchi said. “It’s the position I 
could help the team most. I 
understand this is a very big 
ballpark. It will give me the 
chance to hit more doubles 
and triples as well. I will get 
the opportunity to run and 
play with my own style to fit 
into the team and help.” 

The Padres fell one victory 
short of their third consecu- 
tive playoff appearance this 
year, and Iguchi arrives with a 
winning pedigree. He helped 
the White Sox win the 2005 
World Series during his first 
year in the majors after com- 
ing over from Japan. 


“Pitchers were very con- 
scious of him when he was in 
the batter’s box,” San Diego 
manager Bud Black said. “We 
always thought he was a tough 
out. I know that there wasn’t 
one way to pitch. He has 
power, the ability to hit for 
average and what I liked about 
Tadahito was that in tough sit- 
uations he always seemed to 
give a tough at-bat.” 

General manager Kevin 
Towers said Iguchi will make 
the Padres a much better 
offensive club, and he’s good 
at turning the double play. 

“Hopefully, it’s longer than 
one year. Hopefully, you’re 
here for a long, long time and 
you enjoy San Diego,” Towers 
told Iguchi. 

“I’m absolutely hoping that 
I can stay here for many, many 
years,” Iguchi said. “I’m look- 
ing at this one-year contract to 
better my performance.” 

Towers said the acquisition 
of Iguchi will give prospect 
Matt Antonelli the chance to 
get more at-bats in the minor 
leagues. 

“We think we have a very 
good infield defensively and 
we think we added a solid bat 
as well,” Towers said. “I’ve 
heard a lot of great things 
about his character.”

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| BOWL SEASON 
Florida St. in jeopardy of losing 25 players for bowl

TALLAHASSEE, Fla. — 
An academic cheating scandal 
could leave Florida State 
without as many as 25 players 
when the Seminoles go 
against Kentucky in the Music 
City Bowl on Dec. 31. 

“We have some players not 
traveling for one reason and 
some for another, including 
those who are ineligible for 
the bowl because of academic 
issues,” coach Bobby Bowden 
said in a statement released by 
the university Tuesday.” 

Bowden put the number of 
players involved in the 25- 
player range. Many of the 
players could also be ruled 
ineligible for some games 


next season for their connec- 
tion to the cheating scandal 
earlier this year. 

Federal privacy laws pro- 
hibit the school from releasing 
names. 

“We want to make sure that 
we have complete informa- 
tion, and that we have dotted 
all the i’s and crossed all the 
t’s,” said Lee Hinkle, vice 
president of university rela- 
tions. “It is premature to say 
anything at this point.” 

Bowden had previously not 
answered questions following 
the team’s practices on the 
scandal that resulted in one 
full-time academic adviser, 
Brenda Monk, and a student 
tutor losing their jobs this 
summer. 

The university reported its 
findings in a letter to the 


NCAA in September after a 
six-month investigation by the 
school revealed at least 23 
athletes in various sports were 
implicated for cheating on 
tests. 

At least two Seminole foot- 
ball players already have been 
penalized for their involve- 
ment. Defensive end Kevin 
McNeill missed the season 
and wide receiver Joslin Shaw 
missed the first four games. 

“Kentucky would be a 
tough opponent when we are 
at full strength so clearly this 
will make things more diffi- 
cult,” Bowden said. “Our staff 
is in the process of determin- 
ing what adjustments we must 
make for the game.” 

Bowden said he would not 
use any players redshirted this 
season in the bowl game.

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Economists say recession 
could loom, but should 
we believe them’?

NEW YORK -- Alan Greenspan thinks there is a 50 per- 
cent chance the economy will head into a recession. Let’s 
hope this is just another fumbled forecast by the former 
Federal Reserve chairman. 

He certainly doesn’t have his prognostication record on 
his side. Neither do many of his economist peers, who have 
often missed the mark in predicting when the economy’s 
growth would begin to contract. 

In the past, they’ve largely been too upbeat about the 
economy’s prospects, failing to see a recession had already 
begun. This go around, many are expecting the worst, fore- 
casting that a recession will hit next year. 

The trouble is that recession forecasting is largely a 
guessing game. It takes hindsight to really know if econom- 
ic growth has contracted for a period of months -- some- 
times you are in a recession and don’t even know it. 

The National Bureau of Economic Research, a private, 
non-profit, non-partisan research organization, ultimately 
decides when recessions start and end, based on historical 
data. 

Figuring out what’s going on with the economy now is no 
easy feat. The credit crisis, which has grown out of the col- 
lapse in the mortgage and housing markets, has boosted 
borrowing costs and restricted the availability of credit for 
consumers and businesses. 

To prevent that from sinking the economy, the Fed -- 
under the leadership of Greenspan’s successor, Ben 
Bernanke -- has cut the rate on overnight loans that banks 
make to each other by a full percentage point to 4.25 per- 
cent in three rate reductions since September. 

The Fed now is somewhat handcuffed in how much more 
it can slash this rate. Inflationary pressures have begun to 
mount, and lower rates would only fuel higher prices by 
adding more money to the economy. It also could affect 
consumer and business spending because everything costs 
more, and the overall economy suffers as a result. 

The last thing the Fed wants to see is an economy slow- 
ing at the same time that inflation is rising. That ugly sce- 
nario, which came to be known as stagflation, first appeared 
in the 1970s when a series of oil-price shocks sent inflation 
soaring while the economy struggled with stagnant growth. 

Greenspan touched on that as he made his talk-show 
rounds in recent days. Retired from the Fed for nearly two 
years and now an independent consultant, he still is in much 
demand for his views on the current state of economic 
affairs. 

“The probabilities of a recession have moved up to close 
to 50 percent -- whether it’s above or below is really extra- 
ordinarily difficult to tell. I think that’s correct,” he said 
during an interview on ABC’s “This Week” that was broad- 
cast on Sunday. 

That’s a grim assessment from Greenspan, who during 
his 18-year tenure at the Fed’s helm gave some rosy out- 
looks that often turned out to be bad calls, according to 
Dean Baker, co-director of the Center for Economic and 
Policy Research in Washington. 

For instance, the bloggers at Calculated Risk, which 
offers commentary on finance and economics, dug up some 
remarks made by Greenspan in 1990 that eventually proved 
to be wide of the mark. 

--“In the very near term, there’s little evidence that I can 
see to suggest the economy is tilting over,” he said in July 
of that year, during a meeting of the Federal Open Market 
Committee. 

--“Those who argue that we are already in a recession I 
think are reasonably certain to be wrong,” he followed up 
with in August 1990, at the FOMC meeting. 

--“The economy has not yet slipped into recession,” 
Greenspan said in October 1990. 

It turned out the recession he didn’t see coming had 
already started -- in July of that year. 

Greenspan isn’t alone in getting it wrong. Baker also 
notes that in the fall of 2000, not one of the “Blue Chip 50” 
forecasters saw the 2001 recession coming. 

He also points to the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Philadelphia’s twice-yearly Livingston Survey of econo- 
mists, which in June and December of 2001 “saw nothing 
but clear skies ahead,” Baker said. It turns out that the 
National Bureau of Economic Research later deemed that 
the recession had begun in March of that year. 

This time around, the 36 respondents to the December 
Livingston Survey -- a who’s who in the economics world - 
- collectively aren’t forecasting a recession yet, though they 
slashed their estimates for growth in the first half of 2008 to 
1.9 percent from 2.9 percent in June. 

Plenty of those prominent economists, like Greenspan, 
still believe that a recession could come. A year from now 
we should know if they called this one right.

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Pat on head no compensation for caregiving 


We recently responded to 
a question from a nurse who 
stopped working at a hospi- 
tal to care for her mother-in- 
law and father-in-law for 
four years, and to enable 
them to die at home after 
long illnesses. While putting 
in 12- to 16-hour days for no 
pay, she lost her income, 
retirement and contributions 
to her Social Security. 

While her in-laws intend- 
ed to take care of her finan- 
cially, they put nothing in 
writing and she had no con- 
tract. Then, after the second 
death, her husband’s sib- 
lings came in to claim their 
equal shares under their par- 
ents’ old wills. Her question: 
“T was not going to ask for 
anything, but now that the 
sibs are torturing my hus- 
band and me and not being 
thankful for the sacrifices 
we made, I would like to 
know if I can make any type 
of claim for what I did.” 

A: As we said in the last 
column, there are two ways 
to make a claim: a contract, 
which wasn’t the case here; 
or a claim for services that 
allows one to recover the 
value of one’s services, 
based upon work. 

To recover any money, 
the daughter-in-law had to 
prove that she provided a 
benefit to her in-laws, which 
they realized, and that it 
would be inequitable to

allow the beneficiaries of 
their estates to divide the 
estate without paying the 
value of your claim. 


Now, to elaborate: 
Without a contract, a person 
who renders valuable ser- 
vices can still seek the value 
of those services by filing a 
claim against the estate in 
what is called “quantum 
meruit.” In order to attempt 
to collect, the claim must be 
filed against the estate dur- 
ing the statutory claims peri- 
od, which may vary from 
state to state. For that rea- 
son, it is imperative that you 
retain an attorney to handle 
this for you because if you 
miss the filing deadline, you 
won’t be able to collect. 
While the post-filing proce- 
dure may also vary from 
state to state, an experienced 
attorney will be able to 
shepherd you through the 
process.

to make a claim? According 
to the law of most states, 
there is no statute of limita- 
tions when it comes to mak- 
ing equitable claims like 
this. Otherwise, beneficia- 
ries like your husband’s sib- 
lings would be unjustly 
enriched by the inheritance 
because, had you not per- 
formed four years’ of service 
to keep their parents at 
home, their estates would 
have been diminished by the 
cost of a nursing facility or 
round-the-clock care. 

Since you, as a daughter- 
in-law, did not owe a legal 
or moral obligation to pro- 
vide these services to your 
in-laws, you should be able 
to secure compensation for 
what you did. But how do 
you prove the value of what 
you did? 

First, calculate everything 
you did on a daily basis, 
including the number of 
hours that you spent each 
day -- either at your in-laws’ 
home or that you were avail- 
able. Then, determine, based 
on the marketplace, how 
much per hour your in-laws 
would have had to spend to 
pay individuals to do what 
you did. Remember, howev- 
er, that some of the tasks 
you performed would be 
compensated at the same 
hourly rate as a private duty 
nurse, while other tasks 
would be compensated at 


sitters’ or aides’ 
rates. 

Since your calculations 
should include interest that 
could have been earned on 
the sums you should have 
been paid, it is probably a 
good idea to enlist the ser- 
vices of a forensic certified 
public accountant to make 
these calculations for you. 

Taking the NextStep: 
Remember that if you are 
successful, every penny you 
receive will be taxable 
income to you and, as such, 
you will be required to pay 
not only income taxes, but 
also FICA, Medicare and 
possibly other expenses, so 
try to have all of these 
deductions built into the cal- 
culations. Finally, a word to 
the wise: If you are going to 
provide assistance to indi- 
viduals who say they intend 
to compensate you, have a 
contract prepared up front.

“I practiced my lines at 
home,” she said before taking

Steliga, said she and her hus- 
band penned the “Christmas 
Carol”-esque script her class 
performed. 

“It’s pretty crazy,” she said. 
“This is their first time in front 
of an audience. We just made 
all the props today. They 
know what to do though. 
That’s the impressive part.”
